Theso boots 
are to be worn by the Canadian sol- 
dlers who go to war. A soldier's 
usefulness depends largely upon his 
ability to march. He cannot travel 
unless lis fcet are sound, and hie 
feet can only be kept im good con- 
dition {f hin boota are right. (The 
Management will purchase the best 
material possible to fill this contract. 
The superintendents will use the ut- 
Most vigilance, but unless everyone 
of you “makes It a personal matter, 
some of these bodts may not be ‘quite 
right. It is easy for a laster to leave 
a nail in the sole, which may lame

WAR AND WHEAT 


Winnipeg Quetatlons Mych Higher 
Than Thote of Minneapoiis 
The immediate effect of the declar- 

ation of war on the wheat market 
was, as Is well known, @ stiffening in 
prices. Roughly speaking the Winnl- 
pez prices for wheat had averaged 
around &0 cents per bushel before the 
war, while recent quotations are in 
the nelghborhood of $1.05 and have 
been higher. There have been some | 
fluctuations due to uncertainty re- 
garding the conditiona of shipment 
and Jnsurance across the Atlantic, but 
generally speaking there Is little 
doubt that the war will mean much 
higher prices to the Western farmer 
than would have been the case If 
peace had preralied.’ In so far as the 
increased price will compensate for 
& partial loss of crop, the West will 
gain from the war. 

An outstanding and Interesting fact 
Is the great diffcrence in favor of the 
Winnipeg - market In the price of 
wheat. On Angust 10th the Winn!- 
peg price was 14 cents per bushel 
higher than the Minneapolis price for 
tho same kind of wheat. .Jn fact the 
difference was so great that Canadian 
millers were forced to buy American, 
wheat which could be laid down cheap- 
er,at Canadian miljs after the freight 
and duty had been pald than the Can- 
-edian article. Under war conditions, 
which, however, everyone hopes will 
not prevall long, it would scem that 
the Canadlan wheat’ grower would 
suffer by a removal of the duty. The 
big American wheat crop has tended 
to reduce the price of wheat In this 
continent, and apparently there was 4 
possibility of the Canadian millers 
buying large quantities of wheat -in 
the United States,- some of which 
might have been used Jn the one mil- 
Mon bag order, comprising Canadian 
flour, given to Grest Hritula. The 
Government has, however, protected 
the interest of the Canadian wheat 
growers by requirlag the mills to use

That the deaf can really hear and 
do bear, but in a different way from 
ordinary people, is a fact that few 
persons who are not deaf under- 
stand. Stanley Robinson, who be- 
came deaf-at the age of ten, tella just 
how they do it. 





i 
Not only do the deaf hear sounds, jOntario 


but they are often greatly annoyed 
by them. 
the concuzsion on the diaphragms of 
their ears and tho vibrations reach 
the brain, according to Mr. Robinson, 
through the nerves of feeling rather 
than by way of the auditory nerves: 
A deaf man feels the motion of a 
passing truck, through the vibrations 
it: causes on the pavement. He does 
not feel the passing of a rubber-tired 
vehicle on an asphalt paved street, 
because this causes no vibrations. He 
feels the footsteps of a horse if near- 
by and not on the soft earth. He 
does not hear a stamp upon stone 
pavement unless it is quits close to 
him, - 

“A deaf mute,” says Mr. Robin- 
son, “will be conscious of all the 
nolse in the room which he occupies. 
He will feel the door slam, the fal! 
of @ ball, an apple, an orange, o key, 
or any other weight; the footsteps of 
;persona in the room, If it ls not car- 







peted, or if they do not have on rub- ° 


ber shoes or slippers; also the noise 
which he makes with his own knife 
and fork when eating. 

“A deaf person never feels the 
sound of a bell, as Its vibrations are 
confined solely to the atmosphere. 
1 think there tls no way by which 
the sound of such an Instrument 
ran be imparted to our feelings.” 





Some of the devices employed by ! 


deat persons to warn them of the 
ringing of the door bell are most In- 
genious. One household has a rub- 
ber ball suspended from the celling 
of the living room, and the‘ringing 
of the bell causes this to swing back 
and forth.

An attempt was made by the Ger- 
man crown prince's army to break 
through, the allies’ centre between 
Verdun and Toul, which was repula- 
ed.

Hes are beading, and have begun an 
advance to sever communications be- 
tween Gallcla and Dudapest. 

Tho Germans have bravely at- 
{empted to stem the retreat and save 
their allies from utéor disaster. > At 
Tourobine, where the Germans made 
a desperate stand, the Rursiang cap- 
tured thirty-six pleces of long-range 
German artillery, In addition to some 
6.000 Gorman prisoners. At other 
places on the front several dozen 
large German guns, many of which 
had been prevented by lack of time 
from taking part in the Oghting, fell 
into Russian Hands.

LONDON, Sept. 24:—A despatch 
to the Exchange Telegram Co, from 
Petrograd says that German columns 
which, In considerable strength, 
crossed the Russian frontier at Miawa 
on Sept. 20, have retreated north- 
wards.
